You tell Gallup SC helps your faith 


__ NEW YORK (NC)—Those who read 


the Catholic press are in closer — 


alignment with the church’s teach- 
ings than those who don’t according 
to a new national study by the Gallup 
poll. 


The study found that was the case 
in regard to a number of key subjects, 
including abortion, ecumenism, 
birth control, divorce, and changes 

brought about by Vatican Council ll. 


FOR THE STUDY, Galiup contacted 
1,405 Catholic households nationally 
and included both readers and non- 
readers of the Catholic press, along 

_ with persons who attended church 
frequently, occasionally, and who 
never attend. 


The study was released by the 
Catholic Press Association, for whom 
it was made with a grant from Lilly 
Endowment, Inc. 


In general, those who read the 
Catholic press rate their religious 
beliefs as being more important to 
them then those who don’t read the 
Catholic press, the study found. 


NATIONALLY, 54 percent of all 
Catholics questioned said they 


consider their religious beliefs to be 
“very important” to them. But the 
figure increased to as high as 78 
percent among even moderate 
readers of diocesan newspapers and 
up to 75 percent among heavy 
readers of national Catholic publi- 
. cations. 

Almost two-thirds of Catholics who 
regard their religious beliefs as “very 
important” had read their diocesan 
newspapers in the 12-month period 
covered by the study. 

Readers of diocesan newspapers 
are clearly more supportive of the 
church’s position on abortion than 
those who aren't Catholic press 
readers, the study showed. 


NATIONALLY, 47 percent of all 
Catholics questioned said there 
should be no change in the church's 
abortion position. But 62 percent of 
heavy readers of the Catholic press 
held that position. 


On the other hand, while 44 percent 
of those interviewed said the church 
should relax its abortion stand, only 
33 percent of those who are heavy 
readers of Catholic newspapers took 
that position. 


The study also showed that Catholic 
press readers are more ecumenically 
minded and more supportive of 
changes in the church after Vatican 
Council tl. 


_ON BIRTH CONTROL, 73 percent of 
those interviewed favored some form 
of artificial means. Among heavy - 
readers of Catholic papers, fewer—64 
percent—favored it. 


On divorce, 69 percent of those 

interviewed nationally said divorced 
persons should be allowed to remarry 
in the church. But among heavy 
readers of the Catholic press, 59 
percent took that stand. 
About half of those interviewed—48 
percent—were familiar with and had 
read the newspaper for their diocese 
in the 12-month period tested. Among 
those with a college education, the 
figure rose to 54 percent. 


READERSHIP in general tended to 
be highest among persons with a 
college background, women, Mid- 
western residents, older persons, 
those who are married and those who 
place considerable importance on 
their religious beliefs and are activein 
church affairs. 


Of the subjects readers wanted to _. 
see covered in their diocesan news- 
paper 57 percent listed teenage and 
youth problems, while at least 35 
percent listed marriage and divorce, 
drugs and alcohol, family, education 
and schools, abortion, right to life, 
birth control, health and medicine, 
dating and sex. 

One of the key problems facing the 
Catholic press is a decline‘in young 
readers, the study showed. Despite 
their higher level of education, far 
fewer young adults—33 percent— 
than older adults—64 percent—could 
name their diocesan newspaper and 
had read it in the past 12 months. 


‘ACCORDING to the study, Catholics 
are most concerned about retaining 
membership in the church, division 
within the church and the declining 
number of priests and nuns. 


In general, readers of the diocesan 
press said they liked their news- 
papers, with 75 percent saying they 
found them attractive and easy to 
read, and 64 percent saying the 
newspapers helped them understand _ 
Catholicism.

‘No need for welfare if 
tithing carried out by all’

If tithing were to be carried out in every 
parish, there would never be a case. of 
unemployment or welfare among the 
parishioners. 


This strange—almost astonishing— 
claim was made by Bishop Floyd L. Begin 
of Oakland, Calif., diocese who died last 
year. 


BISHOP BEGIN, a few weeks before 
. his death, said; “I do not know ofa single 


person. who has, ever been in need-as’a 


result of tithing. 


“Furthermore, | have promised naihene 
another 10;000 parishioners over the 
years that if they tithed and fell into some 
dire need | would personally take care of 


them,” added the bishop. 


Only two people ever came back to him. 
“l took care of their financial need and 
exacted from them a pledge to tithe for the 
rest of their lives. They never came back 
again.” 


BISHOP BEGIN believed in tithing for 
everyone—five percent for the support of 
the parish and five percent or more for a 
favorite charity or missionary activity. ~ 


“The decision to tithe means a promise 
to return to Almighty God in thanksgiving 
the first 10 percent of gross income, 
before any deductions are made,” said 
Bishop Begin. 


He said he had known tens of thousands 
of tithers over the years and none had 
suffered financial hardship through their 
tithing. Even those onthe poverty level 


“could tithe, he believed. 


“IF THOSE on unemployment or welfare 
were instructed to tithe,” he said, “giving 
back to Our Lord the first fruits of whatever 
income they receive, there would be no 
need for them to beg from anyone. 


“This, of course, would mean that all 
existing welfare and food stamp programs 
would soon become a thing of the past.” 


The San Diego diocesan Stewardship 


. program has fulfilled the spiritual direct- 


ives affording each parishioner the oppor- 
tunity to return, out of thanksgiving, a 


tithe of time, talent and treasure. 


THE IMPLEMENTATION of tithing more 
effectively enables both the clergy and the 


laity to administer to the spiritual and. 


temporal needs of each parishioner 
through financial supper of church 
programs.

_ “Bring the whole tithe into the store-— 
house, that there may be food in my 


house, and try me in this, says the Lord of 
hosts; shall | not open for you the 
floodgates of heaven, to pour down 
blessing upon you without measure?” 


AMONG THE MAJOR Protestant 
churches, the Mormons and Seventh Day 
Adventists have been recognized through 
the years for their faithful practice in 
tithing and free will offerings. 


The fast expanding Mormon church 
requires that all Mormons give 10 percent 
of their gross income to the church 
headquarters in Salt Lake City. - 


Mormons also contribute another two 
or three percent of their gross income 
to their local ward or parish. Failure to tithe 
fully may result in not receiving a recom- 
mendation from their bishop (pastor) who 
has authority to admit anyone to the 
temple. 


Perhaps Catholics, knowing that tithing 
is an act of thanksgiving acknowledging 
the Lord’s love, have to ask themselves not 
whether they should tithe, but, rather,

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Deacons praised and probed in 
national directors’ meeting here

The national convention of deacon 
program directors meeting in San Diego 
this week pointed up the fact that much 
more needs to be known about the 
restored ordained ministry of the 
permanent diaconate, as it enters its tenth 
year. 


“Where are we going with our programs, 
and what is the ministry of service and 


_liturgy we talk about?” would sum up many 


of the questions discussed. A national 
survey is to be started immediately. 


AS PART of the survey all 2,300 
»~permanent deacons serving throughout 
the United States will be contacted by 
Father Eugene Hemrich, secretary of 
research at the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
‘Washington, D.C. : 


“We need to know the lived experience 
of deacons to help to define the service 
ministry of the deacon,” said Msgr. Ernest 
Fiedler, national director. “We have been 


put in a leadership position.*in the ~ 
‘universal church in the restored 
diaconate. We have to respect that 


responsibility.” 


The 100 directors at meeting—many of ~ 


whom are permanent deacons theni- 
selves—were told by Msgr. Fiedler that of 
the 170 dioceses in the United States 
there are now deacon programs in 112. 


THE TOTAL NUMBER of men ordained 


-iS 2,387 and there are 2,610 in formation 


programs. Of those ordained, 93 percent 
are married. By culture, 78 percent are 
Anglo, 5 percent are Black and 16 percent 
are Hispanic. 

The archdiocese of Chicago. far 
outstrips any other in the U.S. with a total 
of 311 deacons and 138 candidates. Next 


are Newark with 127 deacons and 102° 


candidates, and Hartford with 99 deacons 
and 78 candidates. 


San Diego diocese has 24 deacons and 
50 candidates, according to Father Neal 
Dolan, director of the diocesan program. 


MSGR. FIEDLER, in his main address, 
spoke of the need to establish the deacon

IT BUILDS community and most 
students are eager to come, the McClurgs 
said. Numbers usually increase after the 
first class or two, they added. 


“Matrimony” is not a course about 
marriage, it's a living experience of 
marriage,” said the McClurgs. 


in the parish community as the 
representative of.the “servant nature of 
the church.” 


“He should be the one most sensitized 
to the people’s needs, and to be able to 
express them,” he said. . 


For this reason, he suggested the 
deacon should always lead*the prayers of 
petition at mass, on behalf of all the needs 

_ of the community. 


Msgr. Fiedler also proposed that the 
offertory rite might be adjusted so that the 
deacon becomes “the man of. the 
offertory”, with the needs and offerings of 
the parish being tended by him as 
minister. 


“THEN THE PRIEST would come 
forward to the altar and transform these 
gifts by the eucharistic prayer.” He said 
that in Germany and elsewhere in Europe 
this was now incorporated into the liturgy. 

Bishop Eugene Marino, of Washington, 
D.C., chairman fo the U.S. bishops’ 
committee on the permanent diaconate, 
told the delegates that the diaconate 
should be “the bishops’ hands and the 
church’s hands a ae Christ to the 
poor. 

“I! hope the hallmark fo the diaconate 
will be the preaching of the Good News to 
the poor and minorities.” 


HE SAID it “frightens” him that the 
diaconate has had such an “explosive 
growth” but he is “filled with hope and 
enthusiasm.” He said the fact that there 
‘are now 112 programs in the country 
shows “a response to the call of the 
bishops of the United States.” 


Bishop Leo T. Maher of San Diego said 
the “deacon program “has brought a 
witness of holiness to our midst that was 
not.there before. We recognize Christ in 
the deacons’ actions, not so much in the 
holy orders they receive but in the 
redemptive work they perform.” 

Father Hemrick, outlining the plan of 
the coming. survey, said recent research 
shows. ‘the families of the United States 
-are in deep trouble. If ever we need a 
deacon ministry we need it today.” ts

The church and Hispanics 


There is little doubt that one of the greatest 
challenges of the church in the United States today 
is the question of the effective ministry to the 
Spanish speaking people. A new census report 
estimates that about 11.3 million people of 
Hispanic origin now live in this country of whom 6.5 
million are of Mexican origin and 1.7 million of 
Puerto Rican origin. 


Also, according to the Census Bureau, the 
median age is 22, compared with 30 for the rest of 
the population, and their income averaged 
$10,300 per family compared with $15,200 for 
other families. Of the total Hispanic families, 23 
percent have incomes below the poverty level 
compared with 9 percent of the others. 


For the Catholic church, whose faith most of 
these Hispanics profess, the challenge is real and 
pressing. The majority of them, immigrants for the 
most part, have only had the most basic instruction 
in the faith. The nurturing of that faith presents all 
‘of us with a readymade apostolate right in our own 
backyard. 


The work of the Spanish-speaking commission 
and groups in this diocese spearhead the effort 
being made by a few people, priests, sisters and lay. 
But the size of the task challenges alt of us, 
Spanish-speaking or not. We are in Christian love, 
our brother's keeper. se 


The presentation made by Father Allan Deck, SJ, 
to our priests’ senate a few weeks ago, and printed 
in summarized form in last week’s SC, was a very 
challenging document in itself. His view of the 
“illegal alien’ (undocumented immigrant) 
question is certainly at odds with that of 
immigration authorities. However, Father Deck has 
studied it at close hand and his facts must surely be 
creditable. - 


Farm mechanization 


On the question of migrant: workers, | am 
somewhat puzzled by the outcry by Cesar Chavez 
and others—including Brother Robert Marzullo, 
OP, of Oakland—against more farm mechaniza- 
tion. They are complaining that research being 
carried on at the University of California at Davis 
into mechanization of such crops as tomatoes and 


_ lettuce could reduce the available work for farm 


labor. They are particularly concerned with electric 
eye’grading of tomatoes replacing human eyes. 


Surely this is an old, old story. From the moment 


we went from scything wheat to combine 
harvesters; from picking corn by hand to 
mechanical pickers, from hand plucked cotton 
bolls and spade dug potatoes, the march of 
mechanization on farms continued. It has certainly 
reduced farm hand labor over the years to 
comparatively small numbers. Now. there is a 
concerted effort to find mechanical means to deal. 
with crops like tomatoes and lettuce which still 
require stoop labor. 


Can we hold back progress at this stage, even if it 


individual 


means less hand labor? Machines have replaced 
humans for centuries and expansion of trade has 
resulted. 


Brother Marzullo, in a letter tothe Catholicpress, 
claims that within five or 10 years 120,000 farm 
laborers will be out of work because machines have 
taken over their jobs: This does not necesarily 
follow. The industrial and mechanical progress and 
process in the United States and most advanced 
technical countries has shown that unemployment 
did not result from increased mechanical 
efficiency. Alternative employment was—and 
undoubtedly will be—found. 


Surely it should be our wish and aim to raise men 
and women from the back breaking labor of stoop 
farming on California's wide acres and bring them 
to a better life. ee 


Gung-ho ecumenical “gunslingers” 


Not all the words which come out of the Vatican 
are phrased in gilt-edged language and it’s good to 
see that some of the officials there don’t mind 
breaking into popular jargon. Recently, Archbishop 
Jerome Hamer, secretary of the Vatican’s Doctrinal 
Congregation, criticized what he called “ecumen- 
ical gunslingers” who embark on ecumenical 
initiatives without sanction of the church. 


He criticized particularly those Catholics who

We were talking...about the broad 
spectrum of lay interest in the church 
today, primarily in the area of 
personal spirituality. 

It occurred to me that the Christian 

- community—at least as‘! encounter 
it—could be separated into three 
more or less distinct categories. 


THERE ARE THOSE who are yet. 


struggling towards or against the 
precepts of Vatican Il, probably 
becoming frustrated and angry or 
despondent en route. Then there are 
the vast numbers “into” prayer and 
meditation, whose demands are 
responsible for the plethora of “how 
to” books on these topics which are 
flooding the market. 

Finally—and precipitating yet 
another rising tide of published 
treatises—are the pundits and 


disciples of ministry and evangeliza-_ 


tion. Ministry, lay and ordained, has 
become one of the most talked-over 
aspects of Christian life and evan- 
gelism its most passionately en- 
dorsed offshoot 

It seems to me that there is a 
certain predictable sequence to these 
developments. Once the council 


proclaimed the age of the laity and 


spoke unequivocally of the priesthood © 


of the baptized, “levels” of spirituality 
hitherto accepted as the preserve of 
saints, sisters and priests, were 
perceived by many lay people as not 
only accessible but essential to their 
Christian growth. 


MINISTRY AND evangelization, for 
centuries the prerogative of the 
clergy, fell in turn before the claimed 
priesthood of the people. With the 
advent of permanent deacons and 
increasing liturgical _ participation 
of the laity, the old exclusive concept 
of ministry was challenged. What, we 
asked, of the special ministry of the. 
priest? Where to draw the line? 


We had for so long confused 
ministry and function. that for a brief 
moment there seemed to be a hiatus. 
No one had any answers. Then the cry 
went up: “Re-evaluate; re-define.” 


We re-evaluated and re-defined and 
now appear to be on the way to 


dogmatizing what is almost impossi- - 


ble to define adequately. Suddenty, 
everyone has answers. Too many 
answers, | think. 


1 DO NOT BELIEVE that ministry can 


be defined except in 
experience. What we are talking about 
is, surely, the individual response to 
the loving initiative of God—a call to 
witness and serve him in whatever 


circumstances we find ourselves. And . 


that means in every possible way. 


Ministry must always be a variable. 
It eludes definition in specifics. Our 
idea of it must always be subjective, 
because our experience is intensely 
personal and therefore cannot 
effectively be applied. to someone 
else. We each make our own response 
in our own way in. our own. life 
condition. d 


But we continue to fall into the trap. 


of equating ministry with such and 
such a function, such and such a 
lifestyle, forgetting that what is 
apparent is not always real. 


_ A PERSON MAY BE occupied in a 
multitude of “good deeds” with 
evident benefit to others and yet be 
activated by motives so self-serving 
that it would be ludicrous to refer to 
his activity as true ministry. Another 
may appear to have no ministry at all 
yet live a simple and humble life of 
service in small things, virtually 


fellowmen. 

In fact, not only is it difficult to 
dictate someone else’s path of 
ministry, we are often quite deluded 
as to our own. Public figures with great 
crowd appeal may be confused to find 
themselves drawn into private, 
hidden areas of witness. “Private” 
persons, longing for solitude and 
anonymity. may be apalled to be 
propelled into some public form of 
service. 4 : 

When we separate the concept of 
ministry from specific functions, what 
we are left with is the quality of 
presence. It is not so much what we do 
as how and why we do it that 
determines ministry. 


iF WHAT WE ARE makes Christ 


- more truly present to others, we may 


minister as effectively from an “iron 
lung” as a lectern or reconciliation 
room. It is not how many we reach that 
is important as how deeply we touch. 
Our ministry, it seems to me, lies in 
our free loving response to God and 
our generous presence to others— 
whatever we may be doing. And there | 
go, adding yet another subjective 
definition to the toppling pile!

Teach Spanish in grade school 


In SC, Feb. 9 there is an article on the 
needs of Hispanics in a predominantly 
Anglo American Catholic church and a 
closely related article, in Spanish, by 
Padre Benson. 


Neither article even hinted at the need 
of grade schools to teach the Spanish 
language from grade four or five and on to 
four years of high school. 


This is the last semester in the grade 
schools, an appropriate time for church 
councils to begin considering a simple 
program for teaching Spanish when the 


schools open next fall. 


A teacher would need only a piece of 
chalk and a blackboard. No books. No 
record players. The pupils need only a 
notebook. And daily lessons need not take 
longer than 20 minutes. 


No-books are needed to teach the 
Spanish alphabet or counting to 100, or 
the usual courtesy expressions. By the

_ Mission theology has 
shifted its thinking

- Many of us still retain our childhood image 
of missioners as ones who leave their 
homeland to bring Christ and his message to 
the “heathens” in some remote part of the 
world. 


Much of that image remains true, of course. 
Men and women do still leave their homeland 
as Christian missioners, and some of the 
places to which they go are, indeed, remote 
and difficult of access even in this age of jet 
travel. 


THERE HAS BEEN, however, a shift of 
thinking in mission theology since Vatican 
Council II. In its statement on non-Christian 
religions the council says that the church 
recognizes that these religions may well 
reflect “a ray of that Truth which enlightens all 
men” and urges Catholics to “acknowledge, 
preserve, and promote the spiritual and moral 
goods” found in such world religions as 
Hinduism, Buddism, Islam and, pre- 
eminently, Judaism. : 


This does not mean that missioners have 
given up any effort to convert to Christianity 
those among whom they work. It does mean,

however, that the missioner is more sensitive 
to the “spiritual and moral goods” to be found 
in the people who espouse these religions, 
and to see how “that Truth which enlightens 
all” is reflected in and through these people.

FEW CHRISTIANS on behalf of justice 
act with more consistency and courage than 
do those modern missioners who work 
among poor and oppressed people. 


Ironically, much of the brutalizing poverty 
and gross violations of human rights which 
scar our world are to be found in countries 
which consider themselves Catholic, such as 
the Philippines, Chile, Brazil, Nicaragua and 
other South American nations. 


In such countries, American missioners are 
placed in a delicate position.

World expansion for the church 


European cultural elitism 
caused many mistakes

Exhausted by the battles of the 
Reformation and the Counter-Reformation, 
the tired church of Europe found new vitality 
in the rebirth of the memory of Christ’s 
command to bring the gospel to all nations. 
Two giant land masses—one, the New World 
and the other, the Old World of Asia from 
which Christianity came—offered the 
challenge to Christianity for evangelization. 


This call was immensely aided by the 
worldwide economic expansion and coloni- 
zation efforts of Spain and Portugal and the 
international outlook of orders such as the 
Franciscans, Dominicans and Jesuits. 


WHILE THE missionaries intended the 
salvation of nations, they acted with the 
blinders imposed by 16th century European 
culture. This meant all too often identification 
with the economic goals (including 
exploitation) of the European colonizers. 


Secondly, they espoused, with a few 
notable exceptions such as the Ricci-case, the 
imposition of a European cultural Catholicism 
on Incas, Aztecs, Hindus, Buddists and other 
representatives of South American and 
Asiatic culture. 


Thirdly, they acceded to the disastrous 
policy of refusing, in most cases, to ordain a 
native clergy. - 


DESPITE THIS, the missionaries 
converted Latin America to Christianity. The 
sad record of cultural and economic 
imperialism, exploiting the wealth and 
destroying the precious inheritance of Indian 
peoples, seems in retrospect to bea cruel and 


contradictory price to pay for bringing people | 


to the saving and loving message of Christ. 
Although they acted by the lights of their 
times, this does not stop us from being 
disappointed by those lights. At the same 
time, one must speak up for the struggle of 
the majority of missionaries to humanize the 
colonization and limit the voraciousness of

release. of captives.” But, as foreign 
missioners, they are, in a sense, “guests” of 
the country they have come to serve. Should 
they remain silent, or speak out? 


MOST HAVE CHOSEN to speak out, 
and some have paid the price. To cite but a 
few recent cases: Maryknoll Father Ed 
Gerlock was expelled from the Philippines; 
Bishop Donal Lamont from Rhodesia; 
two Maryknoll sisters and a lay missionary 
clubbed and beaten in Nicaragua. 


What was their crime? Being a Christian. 
The same crime can lead to harrassment or 
worse in Communist countries. These 
missioners serve in countries which claim to 
be Catholic (except South Korea). 


‘The repressive regimes label their actions 
“Communist”—actions which spring from 


the missioners’ solidarity with the poor and 
their conviction that “action on behalf of 
justice is a ‘constitutive element of the 
preaching of the gospel.” 


YES, MUCH has changed in the world of 
the missions over the last two decades. There 
is a greater emphasis now on _ building 
Christian communities rather than erecting 
parishes, and missioners have become 
increasingly involved in the war against 
hunger, which annually claims millions of 
casualities around the globe. 


Yet much remains the same. Missioners 
still need flexibility and resourcefulness, self- 
forgetfulness and_a sense of humor and, as 
-always, the realization that in whatever land 
they serve, they have come to “cast fire upon 
the earth.”

The story of the mission effort in Asia is no 
less a composite of impressive and daring 
adventure allied with painful short-sightness. 
In trade terms, Christianity was Asia’s 
greatest export to the West. Somehow the 
West has never been- very good at re- 
exporting it back to the mother continent. 


THE. MAJOR difference between South 
America and Asia lay in the fact.that Asia 
possessed huge populations, . militarily 
powerful and profoundly rooted in ancient 
and well established religions of their own as 
well as having a cultural pride that dismissed 
westerners as “barbarians.” 


To their credit, some of the missionaries 
tried to de-Europeanize themselves. Jesuit 
Robert de Nobili adopted Brahmin diet arid 
dress. He shaved his head and wrote poems 
in Vedic. 


In China, Jesuit Matthew Ricci penetrated 
the imperial court through a careful and 
painstaking identification with Chinese 


‘cultural patterns. Both de Nobili and Ricci 


established significant footholds among the 
elite. : 


TWO MATTERS undid the future of their 
work. One was the ‘4amentable rivalry 
between thé religious orders—Jesuit, 
Franciscan, Dominican. The other was the 
prevailing opinion among most missionaries 
that Christianity had to be European in style. 


Still, a new possibility lurked in Japan. Even 


x 


then the Japanese seemed far more open to 
European culture than India or China. 
Francis Xavier is remembered for his 
astonishing success in Japan. The Jesuit 
missioners there made extraordinary 
headway. But their fatal error was the refusal 
to ordain a native clergy. 


Hence the Japanese were not allowed to 
take charge of their own church and involve 
themselves in the conversion of the whole 
country. Eventually, the Christian missionary 
effort in Japan was surpressed, though a 
tough group of Christians survived until the 
second opening of Japan by Commodore 


-Matthew Perry in the 19th century. 


WE CAN ONLY speculate now what the 
world would be like today had those 16th 
century missionaries succeeded in Asia. The 
internationalism which today is common- 
place would already have begun 400 years 
ago. The interaction of two high cultures such 
as Europe and Asia would have been much 
further advanced. 


Th introduction and impact of uncounted 
millions of Asiatic Christians would give us 
today a different kind of church. Not in 
essentials, ~but in those areas where 
expression and change always operate. 


The South American and Asiatic 16th 
century missionary effort would be repeated 
in the 19th century in Asia and in the 20th 
century in Latin America. Only now do we 
seem ready to apply the hard won lessons of 
an earlier time. Nowhere is this more, 
successful than in Africa.

If Pope Pius X named Francis Xavier the 
patron saint of foreign missions, it was 
because, next to St. Paul, Francis was in 
many ways the greatest missionary the 
church has known. And he was much like 
Paul: intelligent, profoundly prayerful, 
consumed with love for God and zeal for the 
physical and spiritual welfare of all people. 

He was favored with intensely joyful 
religious experiences in the midst of 
harrowing hardships, thoroughly unselfish, 
gentle and caring toward the unfortunate, and 
still strong and fearless in denouncing scandal 
and obstructionism. 


FRANCIS WAS BORN in Navarre, near 
- Pamplona, in the castle of Xavier in 1506. The 
youngest of a large family, he went to the 
University of Paris, and received his licentiate 
degree at the age of 22. He was one of Ignatius 
Loyola’s first followers, one of the seven who 
made private vows at Montmarte and were 
later ordained priests at Venice. 
__ In 1540 Ignatius sent him ona mission to the 
East Indies, at that time largely under the 
control of Portugal. Lisbon was the logical 
departure point for the venture, but he and 
his companion, Father Simon Rodriguez, 
were so zealous and successful in the city that 
King John III was reluctant to let them go. 


However, on Francis’ 35th birthday, he left 
armed with papal documents appointing him 
Apostolic Nuncio in the East—and with little 
else. He had just two helpers, an Italian Jesuit 
priest and a Portuguese layman. 


THERE WERE FIVE ships in the fleet and 
the admiral’s: ship became Francis’ parish for 
the time being. A motley parish it was, made 
up of crew, passengers, soldiers, slaves, and 
convicts. He instructed, preached, cared for 
the sick, and struggled with his own 
seasickness. 


There was an outbreak of scurvy, with only 


In many ways he was 
greatest missionary of all 


Francis and his companions to care for the 
stricken. It took them 13 months to reach 
Goa, a Portuguese enclave in India. 


In Goa they found a large Catholic 
population with churches and an established 
clergy headed by a bishop. However, the lives 
of many of the Portuguese were shockingly 
scandalous. This made Francis’ work of 
spreading the gospel among the native 
Indians extremely difficult, a challenge which 
missionaries of all nationalities have had to 
face. 


AS A FIRST STEP, Francis plunged into 
the task of re-Christianizing the Christians. 
Untiringly he gave instructions in faith and 
morality, paying special attention to the 
young. Mornings he spent in the city’s 
nauseating hospitals and prisons and then he 
walked the streets ringing a bell to call the 
children and slaves to catechism. 


He seemed to be everywhere at once, 
offering mass for lepers on Sunday, preaching 
in public, visiting homes, gradually winning | 
over the people by his gentle charm and 


- obvious loving concern. 


Sexual immorality was a particularly vexing 
problem; there were relatively few Portu- 
guese women in Goa and the men resorted to 
living in unabashed concubinage with the 
natives. In handling this delicate situation he 
revealed amazing pastoral wisdom and tact. 


_AFTER FIVE months of this sort of 
activity, Francis heard of a people called 
Paravas on the Pearl Fishery coast, from 
Cape Comorin to the Isle of Manar. They had 
been baptized from political motives but for 
all practical purposes were still pagan. 


He set out on the first of 13 missions to 
them, missions involving difficulties which 
would have daunted all but the most zealous. 
The initial difficulty was learning their 
language.

Twenty years a prisoner

The old man placed his cafeteria tray on the 
table, sat down and bowed his head to say 
grace. Waffles covered with peanut butter 
and maple syrup were his main course. 


My mind wandered as I thought about this - 


small giant of a man sitting across from me. It 
went back to Shanghai, 1952, when Bishop 
dames Edward Walsh of Maryknoll, 61-year- 
old veteran missioner was placed under a 
- kind of house arrest by:the Communists. 


HIS COMINGS and goings were under 
constant surveillance by the police as he 
spent each day giving aid to refugees from 
outlying areas who arrived penniless in 
Shanghai. For some years everything went 


well. But as the Communists carefully worked 
.to eradicate all foreign influence from China, 
the bishop headed their list of “undesirable 
aliens.” 


One day, nine years later, he was arrested, - 


tried in absentia as an American spy, and 
imprisoned for 20 years for a so-called 
currency violation, while attempting to aid the 
local bishop. 


He was confined toa small, damp cell ina 
Shanghai prison. As the months passed his 
health began to fail. He became frail and boils 
erupted on his body. 


“THEY WOULD SEND a doctor in to 
lance my boils occasionally. Fearing that I 
would not survive in the small cell, they 


for speaking foreign languages is a myth.

Europeans, but he persevered and met with. 


overwhelming success, both among those 
already baptized and those who had never 
heard of Christianity. 


LIKE PAUL, Francis was all things to all 
people. He shared their life, ate their food

primitive shelter. He had also to protect his 
converts against attacks by the Badagas, who 
looted, massacred, and enslaved many of 
them. The ruler of Jaffna in Ceylon, alarmed 
by the spread of the faith on the island of 
Manar, killed 600 Christians there. 


_ Undismayed, Francis carried on, journey- 
ing to Malacca on the Malay peninsula, back 


to India, Ceylon, and Cape Comorin. In the 
course of his travels he met and converted a 
Japanese named Anjiro, whom he christened 
Paul. 


Together with him, a Jesuit priest and lay 
brother, and two other Japanese converts, he 
set out for Japan and landed at Kagoshima on

where | stayed for the remainder of 12 years. 
It was altogether quite pleasant,” he told 
me. 


Shortly after Bishop Walsh returned to the 


United States, I interviewed him ona WNBC- 
TV special welcome-home’ program. 


AS WE FINISHED the show, a strange 
thing happened. The cameramen and studio 
personnel, usually unimpressed by stars, God 
or man, lined up to shake hands with Bishop 
Walsh. 


In every conversation Bishop Walsh has 
had since his release from China in 1972, he 
never once has said anything negative about 
the Chinese. In fact, his most animated 
conversation always concerns China and his 
love for her people. 


After spending most of his life in China, he 


proudly claims a close affinity with the people - 


in- spite of all the past sufferings he 
experienced. His feelings for the Chinese 
almost from the first day he set foot in China 


Kyushu on the feast of the Assumption, 1549, 
having-another language to learn. After some 
initial success he moved on to Hirado, north 
of Nagasaki, and met. with considerable 
success. Progress elsewhere was spotty, but 
Christianity had taken strong root. 


BACK IN INDIA again, he decided to 
penetrate China. The country was closed to 
foreigners, but Francis worked out a deal with 
a Chinese merchant. He got as far as the 
bleak island of Sancian, six miles off the 
coast. The merchant never showed up and 


Francis fell ill. 


The Portuguese crew left him unprotected 
on the shore, exposed to a bone-chilling 
north wind. He was finally taken into a 
merchant’s little hut, where he became 
delirious. 

Attended only by Anthony, a young 
‘Chinese companion, he died on Dec. 3, 1552. 


The coffin was packed with lime and the body — 


remained incorrupt for weeks. It finally was 
taken back to Goa, still incorrupt, and 
enshrined in the church of the Good Jesus. 


The best way to fail in this world is to 
start meditating on the things of heaven. 


Accordingly, St. Paul exhorts the 
disciples of Jesus: “Since you have been 
brought back to true life with Christ, you 
must look for the things that are in 
heaven, where Christ is, sitting at God’s 
right hand. Let your- thoughts be on 
heavenly things, not on the things that 
are on the earth, because you have died, 
and now the life you have is hidden with 
Christ in God. But when Christ is 
revealed—and he is your glory—you too 
will be revealed in all your glory with 
him.” (Colossians 3:1-4) It is a good sign 
that God has called you to higher things 
when you are rejected by this world. 


To be rejected by this world’s 
standards is not a devastating exper- 
ience if you have meditated enough on 
the law of God to feel at home in the ways 
of heaven.

WHEN ASKED whether he would return 
to China if he could he responded, “Of 
course! After so many years in China I’m 
practically half Chinese. They’re my people.” 


Since his release from China, Bishop Walsh 
has made three major journeys. First, he went 
to Latin America, where he visited a half 
dozen countries encouraging and advising 
countless Maryknoll priests, brothers and 
sisters. 


THEN HE VISITED the East African 
mission areas he had never seen which were 
first established by Maryknoll under his 
leadership. His last major trip was a return to 
the Orient with stops in Japan, Hong Kong, 
Korea and the Philippines. 


Finishing the last bite of his peanut butter- 
covered waffle, he gathered both his and my 
used dishes on a serving tray and quietly 
thanked me for sharing the meal with him. 
Then rather erectly for an 86-year-old, he 
walked to the serving cart, left the dishes and 
went out to stroll among the trees.

Testifies in Waddill trial 


Pathologist thinks infant 


lived at least a half-hour 


SC special correspondent 


SANTA ANA, Calif.—As 
the homicide trial of Dr. 
William Waddill entered its 
fourth week here, an inter- 
nationally-known pathology 
expert testified that he 
believes the infant which 
Dr. Waddill is accused of 
murdering had tived for at 
least a half-hour after birth. 


Dr. Waddill, a veteran 
_abortionist, has said he 
believes the baby girl didn’t 
survive the legal saline 
abortion he performed Mar. 
2, 1977, at nearby West- 
minster, Calif., Community 
Hospital on an 18-year-old 
unwed mother. 


SHE AND her family had 
decided they didn’t want 
the baby at approximately 
seven-and-a-half months of 

- gestation. 


But Dr. Kurt Benirschke, 
chairman of the depart- 
ment of pathology at the 
University of California-San 
Diego, testified that studies 
of slides made from the 
dead baby’s lungs con- 
vinced him the infant had 
survived for a minimum of 
one half-hour after being 
expelled from the mother. 


In 1973 the U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruled that 
permissive abortion must 
be legal nationwide for all 
nine months of pregnancy, 
but upon live birth the baby 
may be recognized as a 
legally-protected human 
“person.” 


‘THE PROSECUTION here 


_ charges that Dr. Waddill, 
when notified that the baby

Medical personnel at the 
hospital have testified that 
Dr. Waddill repeatedly 
voiced his belief in the 
nursery that the baby had 
been seriously damaged by 
the saline and would be 
mentally retarded or other- 
wise seriously handi- 
capped if allowed to live. 


However, Dr. Benirschke 
testified on Feb. 16 that he 
found little evidence of 
saline damage to various 
tissues taken from the 
baby. He said there was 


‘extensive hemorrhaging in 


the small bowel which 
could have been due to 
saline, but there was no 
saline evidence in other 


areas, including the heart. 


and stomach. 


UNDER cross-examina- 
tion from defense attorney 
Malbour Watson, Dr. Benir- 


schke said he believed the 


baby had died from 
hypoxia, a condition he had 
defined earlier in his testi- 
mony as a deficient supply 
of oxygen to the tissues. 


Such a cause of death 
would be consistent with 
strangulation. 


WATSON wondered 
aloud what constitutes a

“| CANNOT understand why we don't - 


teach Natural Family Planning to all high 
schoolers,” said the priest, who is a 
professor of sociology at St. John’s 
University, Collegeville, Minn. “And at the 
same time teach them chastity.” 


He claimed that 75 percent of abortions 
in this country are carried out on unwed 
girls—“so what is this but unchastity?” he 
asked. 


He ridiculed the arguments by pro- 
abortionists regarding the freedom of 
women “to control their own bodies.” 


“500,000 abortions show a lot of 
bodies out of control,” he retorted: “It is 
nonsense to say they have a right to 
‘control their bodies’ when “they don't 
control them before conception.” 


HE RECALLED that we are all subject to 
laws which “control” our bodies, such as 
road laws, laws against public nudity and 
similarly accepted statutes. . 


He called today’s view of sex ‘irres- 
ponsible.’ “If you take procreation out of 
love, then you have recreational sex,” he 
quipped. 

He said abortion has prostituted the 
medical profession and is the “lousiest 
strike against womanhood.” He ridiculed 
the name “Planned Parenthood” which, he

He spoke of the 
importation of workers into countries such 
as West Germany, where the effects of a 
low birthrate are felt in industry, which has 
foreign, workers from many countries 
filling the population gap. 


“SWITZERLAND, which says ‘we must - 


allow abortions to give a good example to 
developing nations’ has toimport 900,000 
foreign laborers to keep their industries 
going,” he said. 


He warned of the links between abortion 
promotion and euthanasia, stating that 
legislators in favor of abortion in Britain 
and elsewhere are also the promoters of 
euthanasia legislation. . 


Nancy Brown told the audiences, which 
totaled several hundred, that there is hope 
for a human life amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. “We have made significant 
gains,” she said, and instanced the delay 
to the HEW appropriation bill of several 
months due to the “abortion” clause 
(Hyde amendment). 


Sister Barbara Welliver, who: runs the 
unwed mother program for the diocese, 
gave a review of the work which, in the past 
eight years, has helped more than 1,000 
women from age 12-to 41.

Tuition tax credit bill clears first 
-hurdle— ‘tough fight still ahead’

WASHINGTON—By approving a tuition 
tax credit bill (Feb. 23), the Senate 
Finance Committee has given “millions of 
families hope that a realistic choice in 
education will be maintained in our 
society.” ; 


This is the view of Father Patrick Farrell, 
U.S. Catholic Conference’s representative 
for Catholic schools. 


He said the measure is “fiscally 
responsible” and “lays to rest the charge 
that tax credit legislation is for the well-to- 
do.” 


THE BILL, a modified version of the 
tuition tax credit bill sponsored by Sens. 
Robert Packwood (R-Ore.) and Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan (D-N.Y), would by fiscal 
1982 allow a tax credit of up to $500 for 


tuition paid to virtually all schools, 
colleges and universities, public and 
nonpublic. 

Congressional estimates show 75 


percent of the benefits would go to college 
and vocational school students and 25 
percent to elementary and secondary 
school pupils. Father Farrell said the bill’s 
monetary weight favoring college students 
“seems fair’ because “it is there that.cost 
to families have been most burdensome.” 


He said the bill's “best feature” is that it 
gives direct help to individuals and 
families who carry heavy educational 
costs “without creating an enlarged 
federal bureaucracy.” 


THE COMMITTEE approval of tuition tax 
credits drew strong criticism, however, 
from Joseph A. Califano Jr.,; secretary of 
the Department of Health, Education and

The chief criticism was that the 
diocesan press “sticks too closely to 
official church positions,” a view 
expressed by 64 percent, and that the 
papers don’t deal enough with 
controversial subject matter, a view 
expressed by 61 percent. 


THE STUDY indicated that Catho- 
lics may be getting more of their 
current news about Catholic affairs 
from secular sources than from the 
Catholic press. 


Rated highest on the list of other 
sources was religious books, at 56 
percent, followed by movies and plays 
at 48 percent. Then came the daily 
newspaper, 31 percent; diocesan 
newspaper, 29 percent; and national 
Catholic newspapers, 21 percent. 


Also listed were conversations with 
friends, family or neighbors, 15 
percent; national Catholic magazines, 
14 percent; services in church, 13 
percent; secular radio and television 
programs, 8 percent; and secular 
magazines, 6, percent. Many of those 
interviewed indicated more than one 
source.

Welfare, who called it “a devastating blow 
to public school education in this 
country.” 


Califano said the proposal would divert 
federal benefits toward parochial schools. 


Father John.Cuddigan, SJ, superintend- 
ent of schools for the San Diego diocese, 
said, “Very much is at stake here for our 
Catholic schools. 


“MILLIONS of middle income families 
and supporters of private education would 
benefit from the $4. 7 billion in tax 
credits.” 


But he said the Senate Finance 
Committee’s approval ‘is only the first 
hurdle. “There is a tough fight ahead,” he 
declared. \ 


“We expect to win in the Senate, 
however a counter bill proposed by the 
administration might even jeopardize the 
tuition tax credit bill there, “Father 
Cuddigan said. 


THE OTHER hurdles the bill faces, 
according to the superintendent, are: 


—Approval by the House Ways and 
Means Committee and if so by the House; 


—A presidential veto and if so an 
overriding vote in Congress; 


—A ruling on its constitutionality by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


“ONLY PERSONAL letters and mail- 
grams to the President and congressmen 
can perform the political miracle 
necessary to overcome the decisive 
opposition,” the Jesuit said. 


Every letter a congressman receives is 
usually estimated to represent the views of 
-500 voters, Father Cuddigan said. 


COMPARED to Protestants, Catho- 
lics have grown dramatically in status © 
in the past 10 years, the study 
showed. From 1966 to 1976 the 
proportion of Catholics who grad- 
uated from college grew-from 17 
percent to 28 percent. That compares

Also, Catholics are assuming more 
positions of leadership. In the past 10 
years Catholics in professions and-in 
business climbed from 23 percent to 
26 percent. The Protestant figure is

The Catholic population has grown 
in 10 years from 25 percent of the U.S. 
to 28 percent. Among Catholics, three 
in. 10 are young, that is, 18 to 29, 
compared to two in 10 among 
Protestants. 


The study also said Catholics feel 
better about themselves, with the 
proportion of those who rate their faith 
“highly favorable” standing at 69 
percent, up: from 62 percent in 1975. 


Also, mass attendance is holding 
steady, the study showed, with an 
upturn among the young. In 1975 the 
figure was 39 percent. Now it is 43 
percent.

fact that there are nearly five million 
_families in the United States headed by a 
single parent. The major cause of this is 
divorce. 

Antoinette Bosco, an intellegent and 
witty columnist far National Catholic News 
Service, was married for nineteen years, 
the mother of six children, when she was 
divorced. This book springs from her own 
experience, and the shared experiences of 
many others. 

The greater part of the book deals with 
the problems of the families of these one- 
parent homes. She begins with the trauma 
of transition, that devilish state of fear, 
anxiety and guilt. Then there is that 
common sense stage when one totes up 
the good side and the bad side of the 
scheme. 

One of the biggest problems, especially 
if the one parentis the mother, is asserting 
the authority that is necessary for child- 
rearing. This must be done within a sphere 


of created trust between parent and child. 
This section ends. with -a look at 
communities in the neighborhood that 
can support a “whole” family, including 
neighbors, the churches, the P.T.A. etc. 


The last four chapters in the book 
consider the parent. Unless he or she has 
a firm understanding of what the head of 


“this” family must be and do, the battle is + 


over before it’s begun. However, the only 
chapter in the book that does not live up to 
its overall excellence is the chapter “You 
and Sex.” 


Despite that, this is a fine book for the 
person who does head a one-parent 
family. It is also fine for those who counsel 
and help the parent alone.
